A CURIOUS PROSECUTION: 


A” acx of co-ordination bétween Govern- 


ment Departments seems indicated by the 
abortive proceedings brought ‘by “ the 
Sanitary Board in regard to a plague 
case, af the Magistracy, on Friday. The 


“Goveroment maintains, at considerable 


expense, a Crpwn Solicitor’ Department ; 
but the Department docs not appear to 
have been consulted before this case waa 
brought into Court. If it had been, there 
is no doubt. that the Cuown ‘Souicitor 
would have taken the view urged by the 
solicitor forthe defence, Mr. Davipsox, 
carly in the proceedings, re-itersted by 


«| him later, and ultimately. adopted by the 


Magistrate, that no case was made out, 
on the evidenge, ‘against the medical 
practitioner accused of failing to notify 
a. case of plague. . According to the 
evidence, Dr, Li Ho Cuina was called to 
a patient, but never saw him ‘because the 
man was removed to the hospital soon 
after the doctor was notified. Afterwards, 
Dr. Lr saw tho ‘dead body at the Mortuary. 
and that was, apparently, all ho knew 
about the ‘case, except what hi gathered 
at second-hand from a layman, the com- 
pradore, who told him what the’ patient 
had said of hi» pains and aches. 
The “statement ..was “tothe effect that 
he had bad fever -for, Gfteen days and 
that his. bones ached. On this, Dr. Lr 
formed the opinion that the man had 
boon . suffering from influenza. Dr.
